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THERE  are  hovr  £o  many  Ways  contrived 
to  byafs  the  Judgment  of  tbe  People, 
and  the  People  themfelves  have  taken 
up  fb  many  Nev^r  Ways  to  exprefs  them- 
felves, that  we  are  oblig'd  to  take  Nem  Ways  alfo^ 
to  unde^ftand  them  hy.  Nothing  is  more  cer- 
tain, than  that  the  Methods  of  Underftanding 
Things  muft  vary  as  the  Methods  of  fixpreffing 
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them  vary,  or  elfc  theAaions  of  Men  will  rootl 
come  to  fpcak  a  Language  not  at  all  to  be  un- 
derftood,  and  the  Voice  of  Things  \\mH  have  as 
TOuch  Confufion  as  the  Voices  of  Men  had  of  Old 
at  the  Building  of  Babel.  /^ 

Among  the  great  Variety  there  is  to  be  found 
in  the  World  of  this  Kind,  nothing  fcems  more 
remarkable,  than  the  jfrequcnt  Alterations  made 
in  the  Meanings  of  the 'fame  Things,  whether 
fpoken  or  done  in  thefe  few  late  Years  ^  by  which 
it  is  gro\l'n  pre|)ofl:ero»s  to  expeft,  that  Men  Ihou'd 
be  fuppos'd  to  mean  the  fame  Thing  to  Day,  that 
they  meant  yefterday  by  the  fame  Words. 

this  might  be  illuflratcd  by  many  Examples, 
but  by  nothing  more  plainly  than  by  the  various, 
life,  Intent,  Meaning  and  Defign  of  SWEARING  i 
efpccially  that  of  Taking  or  Refufing  Oaths  to 
Governments,  Allegiance  to,  and  Abjifration  ot 
Princes,  and  the  like.         i         ,  '4.  '^    i 

Here  Men  ftand  off;  an^  refdfe  to  ta^c  Oaths 
to  the  iaft  Minute,  and  then  with  the  utmoft  Rc- 
luaance,  to  fave  a  Place,  Benefit,- or  Preferment, 
they  take  this  Oath,  and  yet  at  the  fame  Time, 
fwear  that  they  do  it  Heartily,  Wtinvgly  and  Truly^ 

In  another  Cafe,  Men  abjure  Foreign  Preten- 
ttcfs,  '»  Declaring,  Teftifying,  Profeffing  ahd 
"  Acknowledging  (  f^.ide  the  Abjuration  )  that  they 
<i  do  believe  in  their  Confcience,  that  the  Pre- 
*'  tended  Prince  of  Wales^  or  King  James  III.  fo 
"  calling  himfelf,  hath  not  any  Claim,  or  Title 
*t  to  the  Crown  of  this  Realm,  &c. 

And  at  the  fame  Time,  thefe  Gentleman  in 
their  open  Profeffion  ,  acknowledge  ^  the  laid 
Pretender',  Drink  his  Health  upon  their  Knees 
prav  Cat  in  Hand,  for  his  Rcftitution,  and  At 
openly  for  his  Intereft  •,  of  which,  the  Autho 
humbly  pray g,  the  f\y earing.  Ja^chites  not  to  pu 
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him  to  the  NecefTity  of  bringing  niimero.us  Ex- 
amples, for  Fear  of.  a  BUok  LUl^  they  wou'4 
hot  be  glad  to  fee  come  abroad  in  the  World. 
And  yet  all  thefe  Contradiftions  are  calie  to 
be  reconcifd,  and  tlie  Honefty  and  Integrity  oC 
the  Parties  may  be  clearly  defended,  and  this 
1%  the  Work  of  the  prefent  Undertaking,  per- 
baps,  you  may  think  it  difficult,  but  you  may 
be  of  another  Opinion  when  you  have  duly  con-^ 
lider'd  the  Particulars. 

.  There  is  a  Thing  calTd  The  Sence  of  the  Nn-^ 
tlon  \  by  which^  all  Things  of  this  Kind  are  deter- 
min'd  and  underftocd  ;  and  this  prevails  not 
againft  the  Literal  Meaning  of  WoV4s  only,  but 
againft  the  plain  apd  viliblc  Conftruftion  ot  Mens 
Aftions,  and  is  now"  become  the  only  true  Rule 
to  judge  by.  Cujlom  has  by  the  Law  of  Nations, 
obtain'd  a  very  great  Authority  all  over  the  World, 
having  in  all  Ages,  been  the  only  Judge  of  PrQ/?r;.e|/, 
the  Gui^e  of  Languages,  tl^e  AllowM  Authority  for 
Spefch,  and  having  given  the  tnu  Legitimacy  to 
Words.  From  hence,  It  is  a  moft  necellary  Confe- 
quence  as  weU  as  a  certain  Truth,  that  0//?o;?^  is  the 
great  Arbiter 'of  M^^^/>/;^in  Speech  :  Nof  can  we 
givQ  any  greater  R^afon,  nor  in  maryC^fes^  any  other 
Reafon,'  for  the  E^ctenlivenefs  of  Words,  than  the 
Cqftpm  a|id  Ufage  pf  the  Country,  that  i§  in  E?7g^ 
lijhj^  The  Sence  of  the  Nation.  No_  Man  can  fay,  why 
5L  spade  ;s  calfd  a  Svade^  or  a  Tree  a  Tree  ^  why 
Whorei  fignifies  a  Lend  Woman  \  why  a  weak-headed 
Man  is  callM  a  Fool  •,  why  a  Man  that  robs  another 
is  caird  a  Thief  i  But  that  it  is  the  Cuftom  of  the 
Place,  that  fuch  Word?  Ihall  te  i^o  ur*derftood, 
or  to  fpeak  more  plainly.  This  is  the  Sence  of  fhe 
JSlation* 

The  fame  Authority  is  given  for  feveral  Words 
figi^ifying  the  farm  Thing,  Qi  fever al  Tilings  being 

fagiiify'ci 
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lignify'd  by  the  fame  Word,  frequent  Inftances  of 
vhich  are  to  be  given  in  our  Language,  and  all 
are  legitimated  hy  Cnfiom  as  the  Senfe  of  the  Nation. 

By  this  Authority  of  Cu^om  a  HighXhurch-^Man 
and  a  Mad-Man^  a  Tory  and  a  Thief^  a  Whig  and  a 
Presbyterian  are  ail  become  fynonimous  to  one  ano- 
ther 5  tho'  if  we  take  the  People  and  examine  them 
apart,  they  pretend  quite  other  Things  i  but  it  muft 
I)C  fb  underftood,  for  ^Tis  the  Sence  of  the  Nation. 

But  what  Ihall  we  fay  to  a  new  Tyranny  of  Cujlom^ 
which  is  now  invading  us  with  Exotick  Significations 
of  Words,  fuch  as  were  never  heard  of  here  before: 
By  which,  for  Example,  a  SacheverelUte  and  a  Jaco" 
hite^  a  Mad'Juror  and  a  Non^Juror^  a  High'-Flyer  and 
a  French-Pafifl  are  become  fynonimous,  and  ligni- 
fy  the  fame  Thing  ^  nor  are  the  Etimologies  or 
Vulgar  Acceptations  of  the  Words  to  be  alter'd,  or 
their  Agreement  to  be  interrupted  by  the  Cafual 
Intervention  of  Taking  or  Refufing  Oaths,  Abjura- 
tions, Aflbciations,  or  any  fuch  Trifles  upon  any  - 
Account  whatfbever.  The  Reafon  is  flain^  for  fuch  is 
the  Sence  of  the  Nation. 

All  this  is  brought  to  pafs,  by  the  Wonderful 
Afliftance,  and  Irrefiftable  Force  of  CVSTOM^ 
turhich,  by  her  abfolutc  Authority  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Speech,  has  full  Power  to  caufe  what  Conftruc- 
f:ion  fhe  pleafes  to  be  put  Upon  Words,  and  to  cauic 
them  to  be  underftood  a^  beft  may  ferve  to  her  Royal 
Ends  and  Purpofes  ;— •  making  thofe  Conftruftions 
l^efOfll?  71^^  Senee  of  the  Illation- 

Cuftpm,  that  all  the  World  to  Slav\y  brings 
That  DuU  Epceufc  for  Ming  filly  Things.

We  are  next  tp  frove^  The  Great  Ufefulnels  and 
|5ojay«m€iic§  of  %m  to  Mankind,  and  confcquently, 
-'-  the 
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the  Rcafonablenefs,  and  indeed,  Ncccfli ty  of  Sub- 
mitting to  this  Government  of  0^/?(7;;2  ^  as  alfo,  that 
in  all  Jges^  and  in  all  Nations^  fhe  has  exercisM  this 
"*  Authority,  and  that,  therefore,  having  Prefcription 
to  plead  for  it,  flie  is  entituPd  by  her /wwewmW 
felfto  an  indefeiz^ihle  Title  to  it,  and  may  indeed  her^ 
fell  be  caird  The  Sence  of  the  Nation. 

And  firll,  to  the  Ufefulnefs  of  it,  —in  which  It 
appears    like    the  Coper  mean  Syftem    of  Philofophy  ^ 
which  ,  tho'  it  admits  of  many  Doubts,  and  has 
fome  Difficulties  in  it,  which  can  allow  no  Demon- 
ftration,  yet  is  received y  becaufe  hy  that  Scheme^   we 
can  the ,  better  folve  other  Phenomena  in  Nature 
which  were  perfeftly  unaccountable,  and  indeed' 
inconceivable  before :     So  in  this  Cafe,  tho'  there 
may  be  fome  Objeftions  perhaps,  unanfwerable  a- 
gainft  this  Tyranny  of  Cuftom,    and  fome  Diffi- 
culties in  our  Subjeftion  to  it,  which  feem  abfurd 
and  admit  of  no  Demonftration,  yet  xve  receive  //as 
a  Thipg,    by  which,  we   can    better  folve  fome 
ftrange  and  wonderful  Ph<znomena  m  the  Conduct  of - 
Mankind,  which  can  no  otherwife  be  accounted 
tor,  but  by  their  being  The  Sence  of  the  Nation, 

By  this  Glorious  Syftem,  a  Man  may  i:^\\  North 
^nd  South  at  the  fame  Time  in  the  great  Ocean  of 
Poiiticksi  two  Men  may  turn  Back  to  Back  in  the 
great  Road  of  Allegiance,  and  One  Travel,  that  is^ 
Srvear^  one  Way,  One  another  i  and  marching 
pn  ftrait  forward  meet  at  the  fame  Point  of  Truth 
&nd  Sincerity.  For  Example^  A  Man  may  /wear  to 
the  Man  h^  fights  againfi^  ^^nd  fight  for  the  Man  he 
fwears  agatnjl :  And  all  this  only  by  Cufi:om  ftepping 
m,  and  legitimating  the  Word  Sl^VEjiRlNG/mnd 
JESTING  J  to  mean  the  fame  Thing  in  7l;/&«cr 
i}f  the  Natian. 

Nor  is  this  a  Novelty ,  or  ftartcd  to  gratify  % 
Party,  No^no^GentUn^n-^  Jwill  not  do  the  Jacokites 
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ib  much  Wrong.  However  neccjfary  it  may^  at  this 
Time^  he  to  their  Caufe^  and  therefore,  very  happily 
made  life  of  by  the  Fathers' of  their  Flock  ;  but: 
the  Thing  has  ever  been  the  Cuflom^  of  l\ich  Kind 
of  People  as  they  are  compos'd  of,  and  efpeeially 
dmong  us^  and  is,  therefore,  to  be  taken  here  as 
the  Sence   of  the  Nation. 

Nor  fliail  I  need  to  be  fent  back  to  the  |^ea- 
then  Ages  of  the  World,  whether  Grecian  or  Romany 
in  which,  tho'  the  like  Authority  of  Cufiom  had  in- 
troduced the  like  Praftice^  yet  Generous  Principles 
had  almoft  prevailed  to  e>vplode  her  Authority  ^ 
iince  it  has  been  obferv'd,  to  revive  with  the  In- 
trodudion  of  Chriftianicy,  and  to  obtain  more 
among  the  Chrillian  Part  of  the  World,  than  ever 
it  did  among  the  Heathen,  and  has  almoll  in  all 
places  among  t.hem^  been  the  Sence  of  the  Nation, 

I  need  not  go  to  Sacred  Writ  for  the  Perjury, 
or  worfe,  oi' Jacob  to  Efau-^  Breach  of  Honour  in 
David  to  the  Pofterity  of  Jonathan^  and  the  like  ; 
lince  they  have  Exceptions  in  them,  which,  per- 
haps, we  caiinot  fo  well  difcant  upon  in  this  Place. 

I  need  no:  dwell  upon  the  Mahometans  making 
a  Jeft  of  keeping  Faith  with  Chrifiiansi  fmce  \fe  find 
Chriflians  making  the  fame  Jeft  of  Keeping  Oaths  to, 
to  thofe  they  call  Hereticks  and  Phanaticks,  and  that 
in  Ror^ie^  France^  Italy ^  and  England  j  it  has  been  the 
Sence  of  the  I^ation. 

What  need  I  examine  the  JEST  which  Princes 
have  made  in  the  World,  of  their  Swearing  to 
Treaties  and  Capitulations.  The  Oaths,  Anglice^ 
JESTS  of  Renunciations  of  Riglxt  and  Difclaim- 

ing  SucceOions.   The  BANTER  of  Qaths 

calf d  Coronation-Oaths  to  Subjefts,  and  the  like, 
thefc  are  fo  flagrant  they  need  no  Repetition,  ^n^ 
thzt  they  fignify  nothings  has  long  been  allow'd  in 
J^rar;ci  and  Elfewhere^  to  be  the  Sence  of  the  Nation, 

Nor 
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Ib^or  need  I  go  far,  to  {hew  you  the  general 
Oaths  taken  by  conquer'd  Cities  and  Provinces, 
to  the  refpeftive  Conquerors  Alternately  as  they 
fubdu'd  thera.  Nor  the  JESTItJG ,  I  mean. 
Swearing  of  Nations  to  Princes,  whom  they  think 
fit  afterwards  Nationally  to  Refifb,  and  Depofej 
fmce  their  NON-SIGNIFICATION  has  on  all  Oc- 
cafions  appear^  to  be  the  Sence  of  the  Nation. 

After  all  thefe  will  you  any  longer  queftion,  that 
the  Swearing,  Fore-Swearing,  or  Back-Swearing; 
i.  e.  Abjuring  of  Parties,  can  be  any  more  than 
JESTING  i  that  it  can  be  taken  for  any  other 
by  the  Princes  to  whom^  or  meant  for  any  other 
with  the  Parties  by  whom  they  are  taken '^  and 
that  their  being  taken  for  a  Jell,  is  now  become 
the    Sence   of  the    Nation. 

What  is  that  we  call  CUSTOM,  but  the  Sence 
cf  the  Nation.  Or,  The  common  Acceptat  on,  in 
which, -fuch,  and  fuch  Things  are  generally  re- 
ceived ',  and  hy  which,  the  Signification,  or  Non- 
Signification  of  what  is  faid,  or  done,  is  under- 
flood  in  General. 

Let's  begin  with  what  we  call  common  Conver- 
fation.  Here  CUSTOM,  which  I  thus  call  the 
Sence  of  the.  Nrftion^  has  commanded  that  we  fliould 
underftand  SWEARING  to  be  really  no  lefs  than 
JESTING,  and  when  a  Man  wifhes  Cod  may  Damn 
him^  or  flop  his  P^italsy  when  he  Curfes  hts  Bloody 
and  fwears  By  his  Maker^  ox  Redeemer  '^  it  is  cx- 
pedicd,  in  good  Manners,  you  fliould  underftand 
him  to  mean  Nothing  at  all^  and  'tis  plain,  he  is  fo 
.underftood  in  the  Sence  of  the  Nation. 

God  forbid,  we  fl^on'd  be  fo  barbarous  and  in- 
humane, to  take   Men  Literally  when  they   fwear, 
,or  to  charge   them  with  Me  am -^'^   when  they  blaf- 
pheme  God,  damn  themfelvc^  and   fyear  foleamly 
to  Whatthey  fiiy  j  this  wou'd  be  the  unrcafonablelt 

Thins 
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Thing  in  the  World,  and  you  muft  then  charge 
them  wich  Perjury  a  Thoufand  Times  a  Day.  The 
Cafe  is  plain,  you  muft  refer  to  the  great  Lav^ 
of  Cuftom,  which   is   The  Sence  of  the  Nation. 

This  Cuftom  governs  Kingdoms  as  well  as  MeTt^ 
and  direfts  you  to  take  all  the  Imprecations  and 
Execrations  of  the  Common  Converfation  of  Men 
to  fi^nify  nothing  at  all ;  as  Froth  upon  your  Drink, 
which  proceeds  from  its  Strength,  but  when  you 
skim  it  off,  the  pure  Liquor  comes  after  \  fo  this 
Swearing  is  nothing  but  a  certain  Froth  or  Foam 
of  the  Mouth  proceeding  from  the  Heat  of  the 
Paffions,  which  Men  throw  by  and  take  for  no-* 
thing,  and  Skimming  it  off  from  Speech,  the  true 
Genuine  Sence  of  the  Man  comes  after  it :  And 
thus  it  is  generally  taken  in  the  Since  of  the  Nation* 
From  hence  it  follows.  That  a  Man  fliall  fwear 
a  Thoufand  Street^Oaths  in  an  Hour,  to  the  Truth 
of  a  Thing  which  he  knows  nothing  of^  or  to  do  fome- 
thing  he  never  intends^    or  that  he  did  fb'me thing 
he  never  thought  of^  and  yet  remain  a  Man  of  Ho- 
nour ;  if  you  bring  him  upon  his  Oath  in  a  Court 
of  Juftice,  or  make  him  a  Witnefs  between  Man 
and  Man,    you   may   depend   upon  his  Evidence 
to  be  Punftual  and  True,    and  he  fcorns  to  for- 
swear himfelf :  Nay,  he  (hall  pafs  for  a  good  Wit- 
nefs,   notwithftanding  his  daily  Perjury,    in  the 
Sence  of  the  Nation* 

The  Reafon  is  plain,  Cuftom  has  preferv'd  fome 
Veneration  to  a  Formal  Oath  in  Bearing  Witnefs, 
but  The  Sence  of  the  Nation  has  long  fmce  taken 
away  all  Signification  from  the  moft  violent  Oaths 
in  the  World  in  common  Speech,  as  Things  that 
neither  are  intended,  or  fhou'd  be  underftood  to 
have  any  Kind  of  Meaning  at  all  in  them.  //-— — 
is  an  Eminent  Juftice  of  Peace,  he  punifiies 
Drunkennefs,  Whoring  and  Swearing  impartially, 
as  the  La  w  direds,  and  when  a  Man  is  brought 
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before  him  for  thefe  Crimes,  he  decently  cx^ 
horts  him  to  forbear  ;  but  he  fwcars  and  blas- 
phemes in  the  very  Aft  of  Executing  the  Lavr 
upon  them,  and  damns  himfelf  upon  the  very 
Bench.  The  Cafe  is  plain,  It  is  all  without  any 
Signification,  nay,  it  is  not  to  be  call'd  Speech, 
but  a  certain  Excrement  of  the  PafTions  which 
breaks  out  at  the  Mouth  ;  it  has  a  kind  of  Sound, 
indeed,  like  Words,  but  it  is  hardly  known  by 
the  Parties  themfehes  ;  it  has  no  Communica* 
tion  with  the  Thoughts,  and  cannot  be  under- 
flood  to  have  any  Meaning  at  all^  like  the 
I^fii  fatui  in  the  Air,  which  have  an  Appearance 
of  Fire,  and  give  a  kind  of  Light,  or  rather,  a 
ihining  Rcfieftion  of  Light,  but  have  no  Heat, 
and  are  efteem'd  as  a  meer  Vapour,  without 
any  Signification; 

We  might  enter  into  the  General  Examina- 
tion here,  of  the  Manners  of  the  Age,  and  we 
Ihou'd  find,  that  it  is  the  moft  neceflary  Thing  in 
the  World,  that  Cuftom  (hou'd  allow  Men  to  go 
on  in  a  Method  of  Speaking  without  Signification. 

•* That  Abundance  of  the  moft  Common  Part 

of  Humane  Converfation  fhou'd  be  interlaced 
l^ith  thefe  Non-Entities  in  Speech :  That  as  they 
are  Ornaments  in  Style,  and  llfeful  Articles  in 
Founding  the  moft  Eflential  Parts  of  Speaking, 

Ve  cannot  be  without  them. The  Reafon  U^ 

Long  Experience  has  found  it  neceflary,  and 
they  are  thus  imderftood  in  the  Sence  of  the 
NMion :  More  particularly.  In  FriendJIjip^  in  Keep-- 
ivg  Secrets^  in  Treaties  of  Accommodation^  in  Recon'^ 
ciliations  of  Differej^ces^  in  Acknowledcrivg  Obligations^ 
in  Froteflations  of  Gratitude^  m  New  Acquaintan-- 
ces^  in  Seeking  Favours^  but  abovfi  all,  in  Matters 
of  Love^  Gallantry^  and  Paying  of  Debts  :  I  Jfay, 
long  Experience  has  found,  thatO*?;^  AJfevern^ 
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tions^  and  the  DeepeJ}  Imfrec^tions^  without  the 
leaft  intcrit  or  Meaning  either  to  keep  or  break 
them,  muft  be  made  life  of  in  fuch  Things  as 
thefe.  - —  They  are  thought  neceflary  to  fill  up 
the  Vacancies  of  Elocution,  fupply  the  Defeft  of 
Language,  ajftfl  the  Paffions,  appear  inflead  of 
Sincerity,  and  the  like  •,  in  ail  which  'tis  not  at 
all  requifite,  that  any  manner  of  Meaning  fhou'd 
go  along  with  them. 

There  are  innumerable  Examples  to  illuftrate 
this,. —  and  many  a  Votary  to  a  Party  has  left 
lis  their  Dying  Teftimony  of  it  at  the  Gallows^ 
of  which  Coleman  was  a  Famous  Inflance  in  the 
lafl:  Age  ,  — - —  has  been  lb  in  this ,  and 
tV  L  LE  Rj  they  fay,  is  a  living  Witncfs  a- 
gainft  Dr.  SachevereH  for  the  like. 

To  bring  it  home  to  our  Point,  Cuftom  hav- 
ing thus  legitimated  this  Pradice,  and  Swearing 
and  Jefling  being  the  fame  Thing  in  the  Seme 
of  the  Nation^  —  It  feems  ftrange,  that  our  foolilh 
People  fhould  objed  agalnft  the  Inconfiftency 
of  any  Part  of  our  Modern  Oatbs,  1  mean^ 
in  Publick  Matters,  fuch  04^  of  Merchants  taking 
Cuftom-Houfe  Oaths,  which  are  become  infigni- 
ficaht  to  a  Proverb  ^  Citlz.ens  taking  the  Oath 
of  a  Freeman,  which  'tis  impoffible  for  fome  of 
them  to  keep  ',  Ajfejfors  and  Commijfi'ners  in  Taxes 
take  Oaths,  which  they  never  think  of  again. 
Men  fvpear  off  Taxes,  fvpear  to  Accounts,  and 
fwear  upon  Juries  ^  fvrear  when  they  go  into 
Offices,  and  [wear  when  they  go  out  •  fwear  tB 
the  dUEEN,  and  fwear  ^r //?^  dUEENj  — 
and  what  is  all  this,  but  to  tell  us,  that  Cuftom 
has  taken  off  the  Sanation  of  Oaths,  and  efta- 
blifh'd  this  for  a  Law^,  That  Tou  a  e  to  take  them^ 
juft  as  they  that  fw§ar  thQm^  mean  them^  viz. 
for  noihihg  at  all* 
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From  Oaths  to  Men,  let  us  come  to  the 
Oath  of  God,  aud  fee  if  that  has  any  greater 
Force,  we  fee  it  ho^  corruptly  foever  of  late  de* 
fcended  to  ferve  Parties  and  publick  Interefts, 
and  therefore,  contrary  to  its  Irfflitution-^  plac'd 
as  a  Teft  of  Civil  Diftinftion,  a  Key,  the  De- 
vil^  they  fav^  has  the  Lock^  to  Civil  Preferments, 
an  Introduftion  to  publick  Employment,  a  Sup- 
port to  Parties,  and  a  Property  to  Hypocrites; 
and  what's  the  Language  of  all  this,  but  that 

it  really   fignifies  Nothings is  received   with* 

out  Thinkings  adminifter'd  without  Meaning^  and 
ftands  for  a  Cypher. 

And  now  Good  People,  having  laid  down  this 
New  Syftem  in  all  our  Politicks,  it  is,  as  1  laid 
before  to  you,  a  Teft  of  irs  Ufefulnefs  :  Thus^ 
By  this  Philofophy  we  can  folve  all  the  ftrange 
Vh&nomena  in  our  Politicks,  which  have  fo  long 
puzzFd  our  People,  nd  laid  ftuaibling  Blocks  in 
the  Way  of  Honeft  Men.     For  Example^ 

By  this  is  made  clear  the  Difficulty  of  Peoples 
Swearing  to  the  Government ,  and  Abjuring  the 
Pretender,  and  yet  AEling  for  his  Intereft,  Drink" 
ing  his  Healthy  and  Owning  him  as  their  Sove* 
reign. 

By   this  is   reconciled  the  Difficulty    of  the 

Mayor  and  Magiftrates  of  M-^ —--  bearing 

the  Sword  and  Mace  of  Queen  ANNE,  and 
being  Her  Humble  Servants  all  the  Week, 
and  yet  going  in  their  Formalities  every 
Sabbath-Day  to  the  Jacobite  Meeting-Houfc, 
where  they  pray  Openly  for  the  Reftoratioa 
of  the  Vretender^  whom  they  have  Abjured. 
^  By  thi$  is  recoucird  Damming  the  Tollera-^ 
tion,  ^nd  yet  not  blaming  the  Indulgence  to 
Tender  Confciences. 

By  this   n    made    clear  the  Confiftency  of 

C    1L ^U» 
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the  Doftrine  of  Hereditary  Right,  an^  Non- 
Refinance,  with  the  Aft  of  Succeflion,  and 
the  Revolution,  and  as  I  faid  before,  many 
other  fh^tnomena^  whicfe,  in  themfelves  admit 
of  no  Demon  ft  ration. 

CVSTOM  has  declar'd,  that  all  thofe  PolU 
tick  Oaths  are  taken  as  having  no  Significa- 
tion ^  That  ve  are  to  underftand  them,  and 
the  Takers  of  them  to  have  no  Meaning  at  all^ 
^nd  that  they  pafs  for  Nothing  ;  this  being 
the    Senct    of  the  Nation. 

On  thcfe  Accounts  they  cannot  be  faid  to 
deceive  us,  for  that  ^e  hare  nothing  more 
to  cxpeft  from  them,  than  ve  ought  to  ex^- 
peft  from  People,  that  fwear  wkhmt  Meamngj 
%nd  look  upon  Oaths  to  have  no  Signification, 

It  cannot  be  forgotten  here,  that  this  re* 
tponciles  the  Endeavours  fome  People  ufe,  as 
i^xpeft  the  Overthrow  of  the  Tolleration,  the 
Rupture  of  the  Union,  and  the  Difiblving  the 
Eftablifh'd  Succeffion,  notwitbftanding  her  Ma- 
jefty's  Sacred  Promife  frequently  given  from 
the  Throne  to  Support,  and  E>cfend  them,  and 
to    JMaintain  the  firft  of  them  inviolably. 

It  is  evident,  thefe  Gentlemen  take  all  chele 
Jacrcd  Pledges  of  Honour  given  by  Her  Majefty, 

to  be  like  their  own  Swearing, viz..  to 

be  taken  for  NOTHING^  to  have  no  Manner 
of  Significacion,  fo  to  be  meant  at  firft,  and  at 
lajt  ^  ^«.^««  and  that  this  is  the  Sence  of  the 
Ration. 

It  is  farther  evident,  that  in  their  Offering  to 
put  the  Qiieen's  Undoubted  Title  to  the  Crown, 
upon  Her  Majcfty's  Hereditary,  not  Parliamen- 
tary  Right  ;  at  the  lame  Time  offering  no- 
thing againft  the  Legitimacy  of  the  Tretend€Y^ 
they  wou'd  have  Utt  Majefty  believe,  Her  ba- 
vins 
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Ying  NO  RIGHT  AT  ALL^  is  the  Sence  ^f  th^ 

Thefe  Phmcmzna  in  our  Politick  Philofophy, 
are  folv'd  very  readily  by  this  Do&rine  of  the 
Sovereignty  of  Cuftom,  to  eftablifh  xht  Mean- 
ing, or  No-Meaning  of  Speech,  and  to  legiti- 
mate the  No-Meaning  of  the  moil  Solemn  Ac* 
tions  in   the   World. 

This  brings  us  down  to  the  moft  clear  De- 
monftration,  that  any  Man  can  defire  of  fuch  a 
new  advanced  Syftem,  and  I  fliall  bring  you 
abundant  Tcftimony  from  all  Parts  of  this  Na- 
tion, when  in  their  moft  Solemn  Applications 
to  their  Princes,  the  Good  People  of  England 
have  no  other  Teftimony  •f  their  Sincerity 
^Tid  Honefty,  either  to  God,  their  Sovereign^ 
or  themfelves,  than  that  they  had  no  Mean- 
ing at  all  in  what  they  faid. 

This  is  to  be  found  ,  or,  at  leaft,  to  be 
fearch'd  for  in  the  Famous  Addreflcs,  which 
upon  fundry  Occalions  have  been  prefented  t5 
our  Princes  from  the  Good  People  of  England-^ 
particularly  thofe  in  the  late  King  7^^^  'sTime^ 
upon  the  Subjeft  of  the  Birth  of  the  Pretender  ^ 
the  taking  oft  the  Penal  Laws  and  Teft,  and 
the  bringing  Paplfis  into  Employment-,  not  ex- 
cluding {omo  now  prefented,  and  prefenting 
to  Her  Majefty,  by  feveral  Sorts  of  People,  on 
the  Behalf  of  the  Corrupted  Doftrines  of  Here^ 
ditary  Right  ,  Non-Reji^ance  ,  Diflblving  Parlia^ 
tnents^  &c. 

Perhaps  fome  People  may  alledge,  that  ther€> 
feas  h^^n  ft  little  Meaning  in  the  Heads  of  the 
People  ia  thefe  Cafes.  But  as  fuch  pretending 
Advocates  will  be  brought  to  acknov  ledge  thafe 
Msdnings^  to  be  abfurd  Contradiftions  to  one 
another  j  inconfiftcnt  with  Honour,  Liberty,  Goir 
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ftitution  and  Religion  ;  and  particularly^  the 
Sorts  of  Addrefles  One  with  Another  ^  I  cannot 
but  think  the  kindeft  as  well  as  eafieft  to  be 
demonftrated  Truth  X9e  can  fay  of  them  is^  that 
tfecy  had  no  Meaning  at  all  %  that  they  were 
defign'd  hy  themfelves  to  pals  for  nothing,  re- 
ceiv*d  fo  by  their  Princes^  and  that  this  Opi- 
nion of  them  has  always  been  the  Senfe  of 
the   Nation. 

However  that  any  One  may  enter  into  the 
Enquiry,  and  tell  us  what  they  think  :  Whe- 
ther it  can  be  pofllble  the  People  cou'd  mean 
any  Thing  in  thefe  Addrcjfles  ^  and  if  they  had 
any  Meaning  what  it  wa4  :  I  ihall  prefent  the 
Reader  with  a  few  of  both  the  Kinds,  fet  One 
againft  Another  •,  —  Ai  to  the  Meaning  or  Nc 
Meaning  of  the  firit  Parcel,  I  Ihail  evidence 
what  I  alledgc,  of  their  having  been  defignd 
to  pafs  for  nothing  by  their  Authors  from  the 
Corffequences.  As  to  the  fecond  Sort,  I  (hall 
leave  them  to  the  Sence  of  the  Nation^  to  judge 
them  by  their  Probability. 

In  my  Opinion,  Time  has  made  it  appear, 
that  Addrefling  in  King  Jame^s  Time,  had  no 
Meaning  at  all,  other  than  a  meer  Pulling  off 
the  Capy  which  wc  do  to  any  Body  we  meet, 
with  Tour  Servant  Mr.  Such  a  One^  which  really 
paflcs  for  juft  nothing  at  all  ^  for  if  fhe  Man 
was  to  go  to  the  Gallows  the   next  Day,    you 

have  nothing  to  fay  to  him. So    it  was 

the  Fafhion  juft  then,  to  fay  any  Thing  which 
they  thought  their  Prince  wou^d  be  pleased  ^  with  j 
to  do  any  Thing  he  bid  them^  to  thank  him 
for  every  Thing  he.did,  whether  for  or  againft 
them.  -- —  As  to  jL.iberty,  Priviledges,  Laws, 
Froteftant  Religion,  and  fuch  like  Things,  they 
»evcr  troubled  thpir  Heads  with  them,  nor 
..'.:;  ■'        '  cou'd 
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COuM   without   infinite  Scandal  to  their  Sences^   be 

faid  to  have  any  Meaning  at  all  about  them - 

Thus  they  thank  him  for  His  Standing  Army^  tho^ 
they  knew  it  was  raised  to  cnflavc  them  \  for 
His  Dtffenfing  Declaration^  tho'  they  kneW  it 
trampled  upon  the  Laws  :  They  facrific'd  the 
Penal  Laws  and  Teft^  tho'  it  was  evident,  it 
was  in  Favour  of  Papiis  only :  And  they  pro- 
mised for  their  Parliament  Men  that  they  Ihou'd 
in  all  Things  comply  with  His  Defires,  tho'  that 
4iiuft  efiedually  deftroy  the  very  Being  of  Par- 
liaments. 

After  all  thefc  Fine  Words^  thefe  very  Ad- 
dreflors  never  perform'd  one  of  thele  Things^ 
and  the  kindeft  Thing  I  can  fay  of  them  is, 
that'  they  never  intended  it.  — -p  Not  that  I  am 
reproaching  them  at  all  for  Cheats  and  Hy- 
pocrites ^  that  wheedled  and  deluded  their 
Princes,  as  I  know  fome  do ;  that  firft  made  hinx 
believe  they  wou'd  be  ridden  into  any  Thing, 
that  they  wou'd  fuhmit  to  any  Thing,  wou'd 
have  been  as  pa  five  as  they  talk'd  of,  and  wou'd 
really  lubjeft  themfelves,  their  Liberties,  Laws 
^nd  Religion  to   His  Ablblute  Will  :    iVb,  J^o  I 

The  good  People  were  honeftcr  than  fo. 

The  Error  lay  here\  the  Thing  was  a  cuftomary 
piece  of  Extravagance,  and  the  King  took  them 
to  be  in  Earneft.  — —  Sir^  Tour  moFt  Obedient  Ser^-^ 
*vant^  fays  a  Man  to  me  iu  the  Street;  if  I 
fhou'd  bid  him  go  of  an  Errand  for  me,  he 
wou'd  anfwer,  WKiat^  Sir^  do  you  take  me  for  a 
toner  !  Tour  Majefy'^s  Royal  Difpenfing  Kight^  fayS 
ene  S^t  of  Gentlemen.  We  will  choofe  fueh  Mem^ 
hers  as  your  M'^tjejty  jhall  recommen<l^  fay  another. 
If  the  King  puts  it  home  to  them,  they  an- 
fwer,   ^Vbat  !    Does    His    Majefly    think  we    are  all 

Slaves  \  The  Matter  is  very  plain,  The  Thiug 

Jlmds 
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fiands  for  mthwgy  if  the  King  took  them  to  be 
in  Earneft,  that  was  His  Faulty  they  gave  Him 
very  little  Reafon  for  it  i  they  fpoke  Words  of 
Courier  Things  ufual  in  all  Times,  from  Sub- 
jefts  to  Sovereigns  •,  and  which  had  nothing  in 
thtiTi  more  than  Words,  and  never  ufc  to  be 
undcrftood  any  farther.  — — --  Words  of  CuBom^ 
the  Language  of  Good  Manners,  that  they 
'were  to  ftand  for  nothing  xvai  the  Seme  of  the 
Nation^  and  if  he  had  had  his  Ufual  Sences  ^* 
hout  Hintj  they  wou'd  have  flood  for  nothing 
IJirith  Him. 

Thus  King  James  was  ferv'd  with  His  Addref- 
fbrs,  I  cou'd  have  brought  a  Lift  of  the  Univerfal 
Addreffings  of  th#  Nation  juft  in  this  Manner, 
and  cv'ry  Way  as  extravagant,  to  Richard  Crom^ 
ire//  of  Old,  not  Two  Months  before  they  de- 
posed him  :  Ditto  to  King  CHARLES  the  Se- 
cond, when  they  abhorr'd  Petitioning-,  when 
they  gave  up  their  Charters^  Laws  and  National 
Trknledges  to  Him:  Ditto  to  King  WILLIAM^ 
upon  Occafions  quite  Differing,  a»d  Contradic- 
ting to  them  all  ^ and  all  thefc  wou'd  be 

evident  Teftimonies  that  Addreffing  the  Sove- 
reigns in  England  from  the  Towns,  Corpora- 
tions, Counties,  Grand  Juries,  &c.  has  for  ma- 
iij  Years  paft,  been  reckoned  to  ftand  for  no- 
thing •,  and  is  therefore,  by  Cuftom  determined 
to  be  of  no  Manner  of  Signification. 

I  hope,  the  Reader  will  underftand  me  tomeart 
of  fuch  Addrefles  only,  as  have  h^^n  made  in 
Former  Days :  As  to  thofe  now  made,  which  are 
calculated  to  Things  of  a  higher  Nature,  fuch 
as  Telling  Her  Majefty  what  Title  She  reigns  by^ 
as  if  She  did  not  know  before-,  Promifing  to 
choofe  fuch  Parliament-Men^  as  ft  all  G/f^E  VF 
farliamentafy  Right  j  Letting  Her  Majefty  know 

hoiir 
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iiow  joyful  they  iliall  be  to  have  the  Parliament 
diflblv'd,  efpecally  Juch  of  them  as  have  Reafon  to 
apprehend  Parliamentary  Juftice  ^  letting  Her  Ma- 
lefty  know,  they  delire  to  bring  in  the  Pretender^ 
and  that,  therefore^  they  hope  She  will  change 
Her  Miniftry. 

As  to  thefe  great  Things,  it  feems-  to  me,  thefe 
People,  much  better  than  any  before  them,  fpeak 
as  plainly  to  us  as  pojfible^  that  they  would  be 
underftood  to  have  NO  MEANING.  It  would 
be  the  higheft  Prefumption  in  the  World,  for 
Subjeds  to  talk  in  this  Manner  to  their  Sove- 
reign ^  and  they  could  not  but  expeft,  evea 
from  a  nioft  mild,  and  mercifuU  Prince  the  ut-< 
mojt  Refentment  :  And  I  can  make  no  Queftion, 
but  they  would  moft  certainly  meet  with  it, 
were  it  not,  that  they  know,  and  take  it  for 
granted  ,  that  thefe  Things  calfd  Addrejfes  ^ 
liave  always  been  allow'd  to  ftand  for  nothing, 
have  been  deftgu'd  fo  by  the  People  that  fign'd 
them,  been  received  a^  fuch  by  the  Pcrfons  di- 
rected to,  and  allow 'd  for  fuch  in  the  Sence  of  tlo^ 
Nation*

No  more  can  the  City  of  Hereford  be  tax  d  with 
Meaning,    when  they  fay.   They  will  ever  OW^ 
Ifutiful  and  Loyal  Obedience   to  Kmg  James,    rf«J 
HU  Heirs.  (  By  the  Way  they  promiie  to  OWE 
it,  but  never  promife  to  P.4r  it  )  certainly  th^y 
meant  no  more  in  that,  than  they  do  now,  m 
their  New  and  MoB  modefi  Addrefs  to  the  Qpeen, 
%  which  they  infult  the  Parlianjent^in   their 
■Stating  the  Dodrine  of  Refijiance,   m  the    1  ryal 
of  Dr.  Sacheverell;  and  refieft  upon  the  faid  Par- 
liament with  Extreme  Horror  \  No  doubt,  they 
MEAN  in  theft  Things,  as  much  as  other  Folks 
MEAN,  when  they  ufe  for  Forms-fake,  a  Confulwn 
of  Words  without  any  Signification.  ;. 

Now.after  all  that  can  be  faid,  It  muft  pals  ioT 
the  kindeftThing  Men  can  fuggeft  of  thcfe  honeit 
Gentlemen,  who  are  fo  lavifti  of  thek  f^rava- 
santExpreffions,  viT^^That  they  have  HO  Mb.^^' 
ING-,  otherwife  it  will  be  a  moft  difficult  Task,  to 
extricate  them  out  of  the  Terrible  Labyrinth  of 
Contradiftion  they  are  fall'n  into  ^  and  the  Solemn 
EnsasementjtoOnePrmce,Affr9nting^t|eirE^-

TERN- Fide  Page  42.  .  Muft  not  thefe  Peopte 
cither  mean  nothings  or  mean  that  the  Prince 
ihpuM  be  bred  a  Pafift^  as  the  moft  Perfea  Pat^ 
tern  for  Piety.  Horrid  Confttuftion !  God  for- 
bid I  ihou'd  fo  much  as  fuggefl  the  People  of 
Dartmouth  had  any  Meaning  in  the  leafl,  either 
in  that,  or  any  other  Part  of  their  Addrefs,  the 
refl  being  equally  ridiculous. 

In  thefe  necellary  and  ufeful  ObferVations,  it

dantly prove  the  Ulefulnefs  of  the  Conftru&ion 
now  put  iipon  them^  and  will,  no  Doubt  merit 
for  us  the  Thanks  of  the  Gentlemen  on  both 
Sidei^  for  findmg  fo  clear  a  Door  of  Elcape  to 
them,  from  the  Scandal  and  Reproach  which  the 
Whi(rgs^  and  Dijfentina^  Heretich  would  otherwife 
load  them  with,  and  which  they  have  Ho  other 
Way  to  avoid.

The  Loyal  Town  of  Minehead^  in  Somerfet-^Jhire 
go  another  Length,  They  fay,  They  declare^  thejf 
detejtf  and  abhor  ftich  a  Fa^ious  and  RidiculoM 
Notion^  as  that  < RESISTANCE,  a  Notion- 
ridiculoui  in  its  Nature^  incon^/lent,  with/Reafon  and 
Scritpure,  tho\  in  Cafes  of  TYRANNY  and  OP- 
P  R  E  S  S  I  O  N.  Seethe  Claufe  of  this  Addrefs 
cited  before,  P.  28. 

Now  confront  thefe  Gentlemen^  with  the 
Right  Reverend^  and  Reverend^  the  Clergy  of 
London  in  their  Addrefs  •,  —  wherein  We  have  a 
moft  Glorious  Recognition  made  to  the  Do^rine 
of  Refijiance^  not  in  their  own  Names  only,  but  in 
the  Namies  of  all  the  Clergy  of  England  in  the 
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following  Words,  being  Part  oi  their  AddrcT^ 
to  Her  Majefty,  Augufi  26^  i-jio.  "  We  thank 
S^  God  from  the  Bottom  of  our  Hearts,  for  the 
*f  Legal  Provifions  uiade  to  fecure  us  from  Vo- 
^f'  pery  and  Arbitrary  Power ^  which  WE  ONCE, 
't  thro'  the  Divine  Affiftance ,  J^i'goroufly^  and 
^'  SuGcefsfully  WITHSTOOD,  when  they  were 
'f  breaking  in  upon  our  Conftitution  •,— - — Nor 
^f  fhall  WE  FAIL,  to  mailifeft  an  equal  Zeal 
^^  againft  them,  whenever^  and  by  what  Means 
^^  foever^  they  Iball  meditate  a  Return. 
\  There  is  no  Qiieftion  to  be  made,  but  that 
thcfe  Addrcfles  import  great  Contrarietieaj  and 
Contradi<9:ions,  and  that  Ibme  People  might  be 
fo  ill  natur'd,  —  as  to  oppofe  them  literally  one 
againft  another,  and  in  fome^  one  Part  againft 
another,  in  Hopes,  that  hy  their  direft  Contra- 
riety both  Sides  might  be  expofed*  ' 
For  Example.  They  fiy^  that  when  the  City 
et  Hereford  tells  the  Queen  ,  That  the  Mfmal 
Gonfeqitcnce  of  Reliftance  were  felt  by  Her  Grand^ 
Father^  but  leave  out  the  Reliftance  felt  by 
Her  Father  :  They  acknowledge  themfelves 
partial  in  the  Cafe,  and  that  the  latter  would 
Be  direftly  againft  them  ,  lince  'tis  evident^ 
one  was  as  much  refifted  as  t'other  :  — ^  And 
when  ^  they  call  Refiftance  a  Danmable  Do^Ywey 
they  fly  in  the  Face  of  the  Lo-ndon  Clergyls 
AddrcIs :  where  '"tis  owti'd-  in  exprefs  Terms, 
and  given  as  the  profeft  Judgment  of  all  the 
Clergy  of  the  Kint!;dom.  Nor  w^ould  they 
be  lels  ill  natur'd  in  confronting  the  London 
Clergy  in  their  Addrefs  with  the  Town  of 
Minehead.

Alio,  they  fay,  this  is  a  direft^  Contradidion, 
to  what  they  had  thcmfelves  faid  before  in  the 
fame  Addrefs  ',  viz.  where  they  tell  the  Quecn^ 
Her  Majefty^s  Authority  is  IRRESISTIBLE, 
which  fome,  (  ftill  more  critical,)  {^^y  ,  if 
conftruftively  taken,  is  inconliftent  with  the 
laft  Part  of  the  fame  Addrefs  ^  and  if  literalljr 
taken,  is  inconfiflent  with  Sence. 

But  oqr  new  Syflem  will  clear  up  all  this

and  made  eafy  to  the  World,  by  the  Great  Do- 
arine  ot  NO -MEANING-,  and  Nothing  can 
be  more  to  their  Advantage,  than  to  fay  that,  all

thefc  Gentlemen,  laying  alicle  the  ufelefi  Bur- 
then of  Thought,  as  a  Thing  to  no  Purpofe 
(zt  any  Time;  concern'd  in  Bufmefs  of  this 
Kature,  had  no  Manner  of  Meaning  in  any  Thing 
they  faid,  and  ought  upon  all  fuch  Occafipns 
to  ue  fo   underftood. 

Away  flies  all  the  ill-natur'd  Suggeftion  of 
Want  of  Manner^  to  the  Queen,  Prevarica- 
tions in  Fad,  Rhodomontade  in  Expreflions 
Self-Contradidions,  Inconfillency ,  and  every 
other  Exceptions,  which  either  in  Realbn', 
in  Divinity,  or  in  Politicks,  would  unanfwe- 
rably  lye  againft  them:  For  he  that  means 
Nothings  can  have  Nothing  faid  againll  him  \ 
Jslothing    faid    for    him  h    and    Nothing  faid    to 

him  ^   but  that  he  fignifies  Nothing  5 and 

this  is  the   Sum  of  the  Matter. 

It  might  be  thought  a  neceflary  Enquiry 
here,  after  all  that  has  been  faid  about  Mean- 
ings and  Not  Meaning  •,  —  what  can  thefe  Poor 
People  fay  for  themfelvcs,  or  what  can  their 
Friends  fay  for  them,  if  they  would  be  fp 
foolifh,  as  to  fuggeft,  that  really  they  had 
y^we  Meai^ing  in  thefe  Things? 

What  can  the  Addrefibrs  in  the  Country 
^hink  of  the  Addreflors  in  the  City?  WheA 
One  fays,  RefiBanee  on  any  Pretence  xphatfoever  is 
utterly  Jlkgah^  and  the  Other  fays,  They  blefs 
Cod^  they  have  fra^ifed  it  with  SUccefs  already^ 
4ind  will  do  fo  again  :  What  can  the  Towns- 
Men  af  Minehead  fay  to  the  Clergy  of  Loh^ 
4onl  but  that  in  the  Terms  of  their  Weft- 
Country  Loyalty,  the  London  Clergy  have  fet 
|ip  a  ridiculous  Notion,  ridiculous  in  its  own 
Nature^  and  inconfiftetit  with  Reafon  and  Scripture ^ 
^nd  that  tney  have  aftcd  ridiculoufly,  and  againft 
fLeafofl  a^d  Scriptur^^  yhen  thjpy -vigoroufly-wv/:/- 

fiocd 
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stood  ArbitYary  Tower  ^  for  that  it  is  rtdiculouSj  at§d 
inconfiftent^  either  with  Reafon  or  Scripture  to  do 
ib,  the'  the  Caufe  Ihould  be  TYRANNY  and 
OPPRESSION. 

Again,  if  the  Clergy  of  the  City  of  London 
had  any  Meaning  in  all  this,  which  their 
Friends  hope  they  have  taken  Care  to  be 
clear  of  i  -r —  but  if,  I  lay,  they  ftiouid  ,  to 
their  Misfortune,  acknowledge  to  have  meant 
what  they  faid,  -r-?—  what  Anfwcr  can  be 
given    for  them    to    the  following  Queftions. 

I.  What  Coherence,  or  Agreement  has   the 
feid   Addrefs  with   the   general   Bent  of  their 
Scrmdns,   and   the  Language   of  the   Pulpit  in 
the  Churches  of  this  City  ?  and  with  the  Ser- 
mons afterward  printed,   in  which,   the    Ille- 
gality of  Refiftance,  even   of  Arbitrary  Power 
it  felf,    is   fo    ftrenuoufly  aflerted,    that  one 
would  have  thought   it  impoflible,  the  fame 
Clergy,   when    in  a  Body,    could  fo   direftly 
Gontradift  in  their  colleaive  Senfe,  what  they 
had  Taid  in  their  feperate  Stations  in  the  Pul- 
pit? .——Dr.  Higgins^  Mr.  Hillia-'d^  Mr.  Mil- 
bourn^    and  others,    are   Eminent  Witnefles  to 
the  Doftrine  of  Non-Refiftance,    and  yet  here 
they  are  for  bleffing  God,  for  their  having  foc-^ 
cefsfuUy  put  the  contrary  in  Practice. 

If  this  can  be  accounted  for  upon  any 
Foundation,  other  than  that  of  having  No 
Meanings   We    would  be  glad  to  hear  it. 

It  is  true,  here  may  arife  a  Difpute,  whc^ 
ther  the  Gentlemen  may  not  be  faid  to  have 
Ibme  Meaning  in  one,  and  none  in  the  other; 
viz..  fbme  Meaning  in  their  Sermons,  and 
none  in  their  Addrefles  j  or  Ibme  Meaning 
in  their  Addrefles,  and  none  in  their  Sermons. 
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But  we  are  loth  to  have  this  Point  dfebktec!, 
tecaufe  they  may  rim  the  Rilqiie  of  being  found, 
to  have  no  Meaning  in  cither;  or  if  not,  it  may 
be  worfe-,  vi^:..  that  the  Meaning  lyes  in  the 
Addrefs,  and  not  in  the  Sermon,  and  that  when 
^hey  came  together,  (like  Balaam)  they  went  with 
-0  wicked  Defign  to  curfe  Ifrael,  but  were  forced  by 
the  over-ruling  Spirit  of  God  to  blefs  thetn  : 
So  that  they  had  defign'd  to  have  talk'd  their 
pld  Jargon^  and  really  began  it,  when  they  told 
the  Queen,  Her  Majefty's  Authority  was  Irrefi-^ 
Hible.  —  But  Truth  prevailing,  they  were  forced 
by  an  involuntary  fecret  Conftraint  from  Hea-. 
ven^  to  pay  their  Homage  to  the  Conftitit- 
tion,  and  not  only  recognize  the  Juftice  of 
Withftanding  their  Prince ,  but  boaft  of  the 
Praftice,  and  engage  themfelves  tq  continue 
in  it. 

How  elfe  could  thofe  Minlfters  fet  their 
Hands  to  this  Addrefs,  and  wait  upon  the  Qiieea 
with  it,  kifs  Her  Majefty's  Hand,  &g.  who 
have  from  the  Pulpit  told  us  it  was  a  Dam- 
nable, Heretical,  Republican,  Schifmatical  Te- 
net, that  Subjefts  might  refiil  their  Sovereign, 
upon  any  Pretence  whatfoever. 

This  Way  of  taking  it,  therefore,  being  much 
inore  to  the  Difadvantage  of  our  Friends,  the 
Clergy  of  London :  It  feems  muQh  kinder,  and 
more  to  their  Advantage,  to  prove,  that  in  all 
thefe  Things  fas  before)  they  have  not  been 
in  the  leaft  infefted  v/ith  any  Meaning  at  all: 

2.  But  another  Queftion  falls  in  here,  to  which, 
in  Point  of  Reputation,  and  for  the  Honour  of 
the  Clergy,  fomething  ihould  be  faid,  ( to  wit ) 
where  the  Manners  and  good  Breeding  of  put- 
ting thefe  Things  upon  the  Qiieen  is  to  be 
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But  this  is  anfwer'd  feveral  Ways,  it  is  true, 
all  reafonable  juft  Deference  and  Refpeft,  is 
in  Duty  to  be  paid  to  the  Qiiecn,  the  Head 
of  this  Great  Body,  and  efpecially,  as  Her  Ma- 
jcfty  has  been  the  Great,  and  Liberal  Bene- 
fador  to  the  Clergy  ^  and,  no  Doubt,  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Clergy  have  a  very  great  Senfe 
of  Duty  and  Regard  in  this  Cafe  :  — --  But  the' 
Duty  and  Regard  to  our  Sovereign  feoweve^^ 
great,  is  no  where  fuppofed  to  exceed  our  Du-'* 
ty  and  Reverence  to  God  Himfelf,  who  is  ftill 
fuperior,  not  only  to  the  Qiieen,  but  to  all 
the  Kings  and  Queens  on  Earth. 

Now  the  Queen  can  by  no  Means  take  it' 
ill,  tho'  it  fhou'd  appear  Her  Majefty  has  beert:^ 
a  little  trifl'd  with,  fince  the  fame  Treatment' 
has  by  the  fame  Perfons  been  given  ev'ri  ta^ 
God  Himfelf,  —  and  this  many  Ways  ^  fuch  ^S' 
Preaching  up  the  Jm  Divinum  of  the  Line  of^ 
Princes,  the  inhctent  Right  of  the  Perfon  of^ 
the  King,  the  Superiority  of  a  Tyrant  to  thef 
Law,  and  the  Authority  of  Temporal  Power; 
over  the  Confcience.  —  Such  is  the  abfolute^ 
Subjeftion  of  Subjefts  to  the  Luft,  and  Fur^ 
of  the  ^  moft  Wicked  and  Atheiftical  Princes 
and  the  like :;   Things  that  are  all  but  Jefts  inS 

[   their  own  Nature,   and    in   venting  which;  ra^ 

j  the  Pulpit,   they  know^  they  infult  Heaven,  re^^ 

proach  Religion,  and  banter  their  Maker.   '     i 

Now,  the  Queen   cannot  expcQ:   they  fliou'd*; 

-•tT-€2^  Her  better  than  they  do  the  King  o^ 
Kings  0  or,  that  Her  Majefty  Ihou'd  be  above 
their  Mockery,  -j^hen  ^heir  Maker  is  not.  It 
is  evident,   that  in  all  their  Pretences  to   ab- 

1   folutc  Subjeftion,  they  have  banter'd  both  God 
and  ji'ieir  Kings.     Poor  King  James  found  it  ^ 
his  Seftruftion^  iince  none  wer^    fo    forward  ^ 
*  ■•  t      ,  vigoroufly(^l 


^ 
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vigoroufly  to  withttand  his  Arbitrary  Govern- 
ment, as  thofe  that  prompted  him  to  that  vcV 
ry  Lawlefs  Power  {hopng  n  have  a  Share  in  it) 
upon  their  Faithiefs  Pr^mifes  of  Submitting 
to  it. 

But  if  Her  Majefty  Jhou'cJi  notwithftandihg 
this,  take  it  ill,  that  thefe  Gentlemen  ufc 
Her  thus,  there  is  another  Thing  to  be  fpo- 
litw  in  their  Favour,  which  is  hoped  may  be 
accepted  as  an  Excufe  j  viz..  That  it  has  been  the 
known  Ufage,  and  Cuftom  of  Addrefling,  - — — 
and  that  'tis  hoped  Her  Majefty  will  not  re- 
fent  it,  lince  it  has  of  old ,  even  from  the 
Days  of  Her  Royal  Uncle,  and  Father,  bfeen 
the  Praftife  of  thefe  People,  to  talk  a  Lan- 
guage in  their  Addreflcs,  on  which  no  Reliance 
can  be  made,   andv^to  which    no  Heed  fhou'd 

be  given.  That  Her  Majefty's  Anceftors 

have  been  us'd  thus  all  along^  but  never  thought 
fit  to  rcfent  it :  —  And  fo  it  may  be  hoped, 
the  Goodnefs  and  Mercy  of  this  Reign  will 
bear  with  the  Follies,  which  have  fo  long  a 
Prcfcription  to  plead  for  the  Praftice. 

To  make  it  out,  that  there  is  abundant 
Occalion  for  the  Royal  Forbearance,  1  ihall 
give  but  one  Inftancc  more  than  what  is  al- 
ready noted,  and  that  is  in  the  following 
Addrefs  from  Shrewsbury^  which,  I  ftiall  give 
yoii  at  large,  bccaufe  it  merits  more  than 
Common  Notice,  and  feems  to  be  the  only 
Addrefs,   that   has  any  Meaning   in  it.

To  compare  it  with  it  felf,  it  tells  you,  That 
the  Rcprefentation  giv'n  of  them  in  the  Late 
Letters  were  falfi  and  gromdhfs  5  Firft,  that  ic 
traduc'd  divers  of  Her  Majefty's  Faithful  Sub- 
jefts  with  the  Promoting  Tumults  i  and  then 
goes  on  to  fay,  this  was  Mdicioujly  composed  t0 
draxQ  down  the  Queen^s  Diffleafure  •  Upon  who  ? 
upon  VS^  fays  the  Paper  :  Now  who  are  thefe 
VS  ?  If  they  are  the  People  before-nam'd,  that^ 
'tis  depos'd  upon  Oath,  did  attempt  to  raife 
Tumults  i  what  merry  Fellows  they  are,  to 
come  to  the  Queen  with  their  Single  Nega- 
tive againft  the  Affidavits  fent  up,  with  the 
Truth  of  which  Her  Majefty  was  fo  well  fa- 
tisfy'd,  and  which  belides  was  attefted  by  Tea 
Gentlemen,  whofe  Names  we  have  at  the  End 
of  the  Reprefentation  atorefaid.

Now  can  thefe  People  MEAN  ?    Would  it 
not  be  Horrid  Nonfence,  to  fuppole  fucbStuflf^ 
as  this  can  have  any  Meaning  ?      Nothings  but 
the  Certainty  of  their  having  ISfo  Meaning   can 
make  the  Thing  tolerable  ^   or  excufe  them  in 

good  Manners,  Blefs  us  !    That  People 

Ihou'd  talk  thus  to  the  Qiieen ,  and  Priaating. 
it  afterguards  talk  it  to  the  World, —— 

And  is  this  the  Proof,  that  their  Addrcls:was 
ilQt  Clarideftinely  obtained  !

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they  art  come  wp  to  dB  with  an  Unlimited  Obe- 
dience to  Her  Majepy.  It  is  not  Parliament 
Language  \  it  does  not  fiiit  with  the  Ufage  of 
the  Crown  it  felf  •,  ev'n  the  Qiiecn  Her  Self^ 
does  not  feek  fuch  Obedience  from  any  of  her 
People,  n®r  can  juft  Monarchs  accept  it.  — -- 
Bnt  to  talk  of  Vnlimited  Ohdience^  and  then 
?ldd  to  it  Liberties  and    Franchifes^    this  is  fuoh 

Stuff!  Alas  !    When  Obedience  is  to  he 

Unlimited,  Farewel  Liberties,  Far^wel  Fran- 
chifes  \  there  are  no  fuch  Things  left  in  Nature, 

the  Words  cannot  fl:and  together  : Tis  to 

■fay  Dry  Water ^  or  CHd  Fire  :  - —  'Tis  like  South- 
North^  or  Eayt-WeB.  -r—  In  fhort,  like  the  great- 
eft  Part  of  the  Addrcfs,  it  is  Fulfome,  Incorri- 
gible Nonfence. 

But  noxv^  bring  them  among  their  Neighbours, 
atid  only  acknowledge  for  them  chat  they  had 
no  Meanings  you  bring  them  08  tis  round  as  a 
^opj  and  they  may  tell  you  boldly,  they  are 
no  greater -s  than  their  Brethren. 

It  -wou'd  be  endlefs,  to  go  thro'  with  all  the 
Nonfence  and  Inconfiftcncy,  that  thefe  Gentle- 
men fill  up  thefe  Things  call'd  Addrejfes  with. 
The  great  Ufc  I  fhall  make  of  them  is,  that  you 
may  fee  the  Doftrine  of  Non-RefiFlmce  is  in  it 
felf  fo  ridiculous,  fo  felf-contiradifting,  fo  in- 
confiftent,  tlik  the  Wifeft  Men  in  the  Na- 
tion cannot  put  it  together,    fo  as  to  make  ic 

fpeak  Sence. They  that  in  other  Cafes  Ipeak 

clear  and  explicite,  that  are  Mafters  of  the 
Tongue,  and  other  Tongues  too  ^  that  write 
a  Fluent,  Eafy,  Copious  Stile,  Strong  in  Sence, 
Flowing  in  Eloquence,  and  Rich  in  the  Beau- 
ties of  Conception ,  vrhen  they  come  to  this, 
•Vi^en  they  have  thefe  Incongruities  to  put  to- 
gtthcr,  hoy  do  thgy  chew  it^  and  muinbl^ic_ 
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like  an  A(s  upon  Thiftles  i  and  when  it  iS  W^ 
geftecl  with  all  the  Art  and  Cunning  they  catt 
employ  upon  it  •,  behold  it  comes  out  moft  In- 
comprehenfible  Nonfence. 

This  Doftrine  needs  no  Application,  -r— —  It 
may  ferve  for  an  Inftruftion  to  the  World, 
in  the  Difficult  Work  of  Defending  thefe  Gen- 
tlemen in  their  Common  Couverfation  \  viz.. 
That  the  good  People  me/in  nothing  at  all^  and 
confequently  can  mean  no  Harm. 

And  now  can  any  Man  do  better,  than  to 
recommenxl  to  the  Good  People  of  England^ 
the  Chocfing  their  Reprefentatives  out  of  thefc 
loneft  Nothing-Meaning  Gentlemen,  That  we 
iiiay  have  a  Parliament  of  fuch  Men,  who  will 
a£t  by  an  Vnlimlted  Limited  Obedience^  and  refijt 
Jrrefifiihle  Authority  :  No  Qucftion  it  wou'd  be 
much  for  the  Advantage  of  the  Kingdom  at 
fuch  a  Time  as  this>  that  the  Enemy  may  be 
effeftually  reduced,  the  War  vigoroufly  carry 'd 
on,  and  France  gallantly  beaten  >  for  Fool^j 
they  fiy,  always  fight  delperately,  and  no  Men 
liave  more  Courage  than  fomc  of  thofe  that 
never  think. 

But  after  all ,  when  we  come  to  confider 
more  ferioufly,  we  cannot  but  put  the  Good 
People  in  Mind,  that  thefe  arc  not  the  People 
that  will  do  their  Bufinefs.  ——  Men  to  rcpren 
fent  their  Country,  and  to  ferve  Her  Majefty 
in  Parliament,  mull  bp  Men  of  Me^^ning,  Men 
of  Sence,  Men  of  Abilities  of  I^ind^  Men  oC 
Moderation,   Men   of  Temper-  ^^ 

Men,  that  know  how  to  give  a  due  Obe- 
dience, and  pay  all  the  juft  Duty  of  faithful 
Subjefts  ^  but  yet  know  how  to  maintain,  and 
preferve  the  Liberties  of  their  Country  i  that 
Know  how  to  keep  both  the  Prerogative  pf  the

Sovereign,  and  the  Priviledgcs  of  the  Subjcft 
in  a  due  Confiftency  one  with  another,  that 
both  may  flourifli,  and  be  maintained  in  th^ir 
full  Vigour,  and  a  due  State  ot  Health,  that 
will  neither  tramplcupon  the  Crown,  nor  give 
up  the  Conftitution.  Thefe  are  the  Men,  that 
we  (liopld  recommend  to  the  Free-Holders  at 
this  Time,  that  would  heal,  and  reftore  this 
divided,  diftrafted  People.  in      > 

^  Nor  is  this  Advice  contrary  to  the  Meatti- 
ing,  and  true  Defign  of  Her  Majefty  in  this 
Difiblution.  -f  '     >  .  r  ui     :^:; 

The  Qiieen  defires  to  have  Inch  Men  'fcot 
tip.  Men  of  Temper  and  Moderation,  Men  of 
Probity  and  Honour,  Men,  that  would  cool 
our  Heats  ,  and  remove  the  Caufe  of  our 
Breaches,  that  the  Effea  may  ceafe  of  conrfc. 
I  may  venture  freely  to  fay,  whoever  thinks 
Her  Majefty  defires  a  Parliament  hot,  reveng- 
ful,  quarrelfome  and  furious,  they  miftake  Her 
Royal  Defign,  and  in  the  groileft  Manner  vUigj; 
and  abufe  their  Sovereign. 

Nor  can  the  New  Miniftry,  which  are  now 
put  into  the  Publick  Ofiices  of  Truft,  be  fup- 
poled  to  defire  it  ^  Fools,  or  Mad-Men  will 
xiy  no  Means  do  their  Wca:k,  it.  muft  be  Men 
ot  Senfe,  Men  at  X^mper,  \;and  Men  of  Con- 
dua,  that  muft  fupport  the  Government,  and 
muft  fupport  them  in  the  Adminiftration  of 
it.  Thefe  only  can  prevent  the  wild  Ex- 
treams,  that  fomc  People  are  driving  at. 
^Thus,  the  Queen,  the  New  Miniftry,  the 
Old  Miniftry,  and  indeed,  all  honeft  Men  a* 
gree  in  this,  that  the  Intereft  of  the  Free- 
Holders  of  England  at  this  Time,  and  indeed, 
at  all  Times,  is  to  be  reprefented  by  wife,  fo- 
bcr.  judicious  Men,  wliofe  Zeal  is  tempered,  and 
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guided  by  Knowledge,  Wifdom  and  Love  to 
their  Country,  whofe  Moderation  is  diftinguifh'd 
tipon  known  Occafions,  as  who  are  qualify'd  to 
cool ,  and  reftpre  our  Native  Country  over- 
whelmed with  Faftion,  and  Furious  Parties. 

Letfuch  Men  be  font  to  rcprefent  us,  and  no 
IVIatter  who  coqxes  in,  or  goes  out  of  Places  •,  the 
Queen  will  be  enabled  to  aft  vigoroufly,  and 
couniellcd  wifely  ^  w/^  this  is  the  W^y  to  inake 
4IS  all  happy. 

AU  the  reft  tends  to  Confufion  and  Diforder, 
and  muft  end  in  the  Deftrudion  not  of  the  Na- 
tion's Peace  only^  but  the  Nation  it  feif  \  muft 
ruin  the  Conflitution,  ruin  the  Queen,  ruin  thp 
S>ib|eft,  tends  direftly  to  the  bringing  in  Prench 
Bft wer  ufioo  us,  and  witli  it  ft  Popiih  Pretender. 
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THE  foregoing  Sheets  arc  the  natural  Co«h^ 
fequences  of  a  moft  confufed  Heap  of  ri*^^ 
diculous  Nonfence,  the  Effeft  of  much  Con- 
fuiion,  which  appears  to  be  now  on  the  Face 
of  Things  in  this  Nation. 

What  has  h^tn  faid  is  Ironical^  and  the  tnie 
Defign  of  it  all,  is  to  let  us  fee,  that  really 
this  tumultuous  Way  of  Mobbing  our  Govcr- 
nours  by  Addrefles,  has  no  Manner  of  Good 
in  it,  but  a  great  deal  of  Evil ;  and  that  as 
well  to  the  Party  they  would  fcrve,  as  to  the 
Party  they   would  oppofe. 

They  arc  agreeable  to  no  juft  Govcrnmenlr,' 
as  well,  becaufe  of  the  Feuds  and  Dirifions 
they  make  in  the  Towns  and  Counties  they 
come  from,  as  becaufe  of  the  little  Depen« 
dance  that  is  to  be  had  upon  them^  the  Perlbns 
addreffmg  having  feldom,  if  ever,  been  known 
to  have  the  leaft  Regard  to  them ,  when  any 
prefling  Occafion  has  given  the  Prince  Reafon^ 
to  expert  it,  as  is  frefh  in  our  Memories  in  tbtf 
CiS^  of  Richard  Cromwell^  King  Charles  the  Second^ 
and  King  Jamesi 

If  our  Princes  have  depended  upon  this  Me* 
thod,  they  have  bee»  not  miftaken  only,  but 
miftaken  to  their  Hurt,  as  King  Jamts^  without 
Doubt,  was  in  a  more  particular  Manner. 

Again,  They  are  generally  worded  in  fo  ex* 
travagaut  a  JJ^Ianner,  either  fo  JLurfeiting  in  Flat* 

tery, 
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tcry,  fo  wild  in  Profeflious  of  Duty,  fo  provo- 
king. AJppn  the  contrary  Party,  fo  ill  worded  in 
Matters  of  Law»  and  fometimcs  in  Sencc,  that 
'tis  a  hard  Matter  for  the  Prince,  tho'  He  may 
like  the  Zeal  of  His  Subjcft's  Addrfeffing,  ever  to 
forbear,  cither  Smiling  at  the  Extravagance,  or 
Frowning  at  the«  Arrogance  of  the  Addrefs  itfclf* 

I  cannot  from  hence  but  give  it  as  my  Opi- 
nion^ that  had  Her  Majefty  been  asked,  or,  had 
any  of  Her  Royal  Predeceflors  been  asked,  their 
Opinion  of  the  Cuftom  of  Addreffing,  cfpccially 
as  it  hath  ht^n  ufed  in  this  Kingdom  for  f^e 
Years  paft.  They  would  unanimoufly  have  an- 
fwcr'd.  They  fhould  be  as  well  plcafed  it  were 
all  let  alone* 

If  it  could  be  done  with  Unanimity  of  Coun- 
cil, and  in  Friendly  Terms  by  the  People,  with 
Peace  among  themfelves,  Duty  to  their  Sove- 
rei^n>  and  due  Regard  to  Bounds,  in  the  Man- 
ner i  It  would  be  agreeable  enough  to  any  Prince, 
to  receive  the  Congratulations,  and  hearty  Ex- 
preflions  of  their  Subjcfts  Joy  upon  Occafions  of 
Succefs,  the  Protcftations  of  their  Fidelity,  and 
Zeal  in  National  Exigencies,  and  the  like:  But 
to  have  Sijbjefts  Teizing  their  Sovereign  with 
their  wild  Notions  of  Government,  with  their 
extravagant  Syftems  of  Obedience,  compliment- 
ing their  Prince  in  the  grofleft  and  courfeft 
Manner,  offering  Service  which  their  Prince 
knows  they  will  never  pay.  • —  Cloathing  their 
Sovereigns  with  Power  they  do  not  pretend  to^  > 
or  defire  to  exercife,  and  promifing  a  Submiffion 
to  Burthens,  they  themfelves  cou'd  never  bear. 

This  can  never  be  pleafant  to  a  Prince,  that 
knows  any  Thing  of  the  Nature  of  Governmentt 
and  the  Temper  of  Subjefts,  efpecially  oi  KngUjh 
Government  and  E^zl^fh  ::!ubiefti» 

The 
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The  Author  no  where  clefigns  itr  this,  to  leflfen 
the  Credit  of  the  Teftimonials  any  Part  of  the 
Country  gives  Her  Majefty  of  their  o^n  Sin- 
cerity and  Fidelity  •,  or  to  infinuate,  that  they^ 
the  Addreflbrs,  are  not  Loyal,  Good  Snbjefls  ; 
but  when  People-  talk  in  the  Clouds,  bhifter, 
and  riunble  ,  fpeak  a  Language  no  Body  cant 
imderftand  ^  and  that  they  do  not  underft^ncl 
themfelves,  it  merits  to  be  a  little  expos'd  ^  if 
it  be  only  to  inftruft  the  honefl:  Country  Pe^optle, 
what  Language  they  ought  to  fpeak  to  their  So- 
vereign, and  that  when  th^y  make  folem'n  Ad- 
dreflex  to  the  Queen,  they  ought  not  to  tallc 
Nonfence,  and  Ridiculous  Stuff,  fuch  as  Rejtflin^ 
Irre'fiftible  Power  ^  Unlimited  Limited  Obedier2ce\^ 
^nd  the  like  5  leaft  the  Queen  fhou'd  be  in  Ear- 
neft  with  their  Jeft,  and  take  it  ill  to  be  talk'd 
Co  iri  a  Language  inibecoming  even  a  Stag^- 
Play. 

But  this  is  not  all.  This  Ridiculous  Manner 
of  Addrefiing  takes  off  all  the  Solemnity  of  the 
Thing,  and  hj  Confequence  defeats  the  End 
of  it.  The  Author  of  this  profefles,  not  to  con-* 
cern  himfelf  with  the  pretended  Defign  of  thefe? 
People,  if  they  had  any^  and  therefore,  has  turn'cl 
it  all  upon  that  Point :  —  But  really,  the  Man^ 
ner  of  thefe  Addrefles,  the  very  wording  them, 
is  fo  incongruous,  fo  un-harmonious,  and  lays 
them  open  to  fo  much  Banter  and  Ridicule,.- 
that  it  quite  fpoils  all  the  reft  i  if  any  Expref- 
fion  of  Duty  is  intended,  it's  quite  blafted,  and 
blown  up  by  the  Bltifter  and  Rhodomontade  it 
Comes  dreft  up  in  ;  if  any  Thing  by  Way  of  Re- 
cognition of  the  Sovereign's  Rightful  Authority 
is  intended,  it's  carry'd  fo  far  beyond  all  Claiin 
any  Prince  on  Earth  ever  made,  that  the 
Coinpliment  is  quite  turn'd  into  a  Banter. 
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Can  this  be  agreeable  to  a  Monarchy,   E- 
ftabliftiM,    as  Our  Queen  thanh  God  this  Monarchy 
is^  upon  the  Laws  of  the  Land  ?  Can  Her  Ma* 
jefty,  with  any  Patience,  hear  thefc  People  pro- 
mifc  to  Obey,  and   Submit  to  Her,    tho'  She 
iliould  turn  Tyrant  and  Opprcflbr.  —  It  cannot 
but    offend  Her  Royal    Ears,    as   Hei*  Majefty 
never  defires  to  Rule  in  that  Manner,  fo  She 
canttot  defirc   to   be   fo  Obey'd.     Her  Majefty 
covets  the  chearful  Obedience  of  Free  Subjefts^ 
but  not    the  Servile  Submiflion  of  degenerate 
Slaves :   Befides,  Her  Majefty  knows  they  fpeak 
againft  their  Sence,  againft  their  Temper,  and 
againft  their  Pra^ice  ^  they  lay,  and  promife  to 
do,  what  they  never  did  and  never  will  perform. 
What  Pleafure  then  can  the  Prince  take  in 
Iwch  Addrefles  as  thefc  ?  To  imagine  the  Queen 
would  be  pUas'd  with  them,  would  be,  either 
to  prefilme  Her  Majefty  did    not  know   when 
She  was  fiatter'd  and  bantered,  or  loved  to  be 
foi  either  of  which  would  be  very  unmannerly. 
Nor  can  I  believe,  the  Manner  of  obtaining 
thefe  Addrefles,  and  the  Conlequences  of  them, 
contribute  any  Thing  towards  giving  the  Pub- 
lick    Minifters  of  the  Government  any  Satis- 
faftion  in  them. 

In  the  procuring  them,  we  find  terrible 
R?gings,  Heats,  Divifions  and  Animofities  a- 
nloni^  the  People :  One  Side  oppoliHg  the  other 
Vith  all  pofllble  Fury  and  Artifice  •,  Ibmetimcs 
two  contrary  Addrefles  from  the  fame  Place  i 
To  procure  thefe  all  the  Caballing,  Bribingt 
Wheedling,  Threat'ning,  and  in  fliort,  all  the 
clandeftine,  corrupt  Pradices  in  the  World,  to 
get  Hands  crouded  into  an  Addrefs  j  when  both 
Sides  pretending  to  fpeak  the  Sence  of  the 
place,  all  the  fifted  is^  co  Ipt  the  Queen  know,. 

th^ 
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tht  People  of  that  Place  are  moft  horribly  di- 
vided, and  no  Body  knows  which  Side  was  the 
ftrongeft ;  for  Haiids  to  an  Addrcfs  feldom,  if 
ever,  are  any  Trial  of  th<e  Strength  of  the  o- 
ther  Parties. 

Again,  this  can  be  of  no  Service  to  the  Go* 
vernment,  and  therefore,  I  aa>  perlwaded,  our 
Minifters  of  State  whether  n^w  or  old,  neither 
now  do,  or  ever  did,  defire  this  tumultuous 
Way  of  Proceeding.  It  raifes  and  maintains 
Faftions  in  every  Town  and  County,  keeps  up 
the  Heats,  and  propagsttes  the  Party-DivifionsL 
that  are  already  come  to  too  great  ^  Head 
iimong  us. 

I  make  no  C^iieftion,  the  prcfent  Miniftry 
covet  to  cool,  and  bring  to  Temper  the  Heats^ 
which  the  Court-Changes  have  raifed  among 
the  People  •,  I  am  lure,  if  they  fee  their  own 
Intercft,  I  mean  the  Qiieen's  Intereft,  they  muft 
defire  it  ij  it  cannot  be  plealant  to  them,  to  have 
fuch  an  Occafion  of  conftant  Feud  put  in  the 
Way  of  the  People. 

Here  one  Side  calls  Rebel,  Traytor,  Fafti- 
ous,  Antimonarchical,  and  Enemy  to  theChurchv 
thefc  again  call  the  other  Slaves,  Betrayers  of 
\  their  Country,  Raifers  of  Tumults,  and  Friends 
to  the  Pretender-,  and  what's  next  to  hard 
Words,  but  hard  Blowsj  and  who  knows  to 
what  Exceflcs  exafperatcd  Parties^  may  driv« 
one  another. 

Nothing,  therefore,  that  tends  to  embroil ,, 
to  divide,  and  to  exafperate  the  People  One 
againft  Another,  can  be  approved  hy  the  Go* 
vernment,  or  the  Miniftry. 

It  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve  here,  that 
the  flocking  about  the  Court  with  Addrefles^ 
feem?  to  have  an]  End ,    very   differing    fron;i 
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yj-'h^t  the  Addrefies  themfelvea  propofe:  For^ 
in  their  Addrefies,  they  make  Tenders  of  the 
loweft  Submiflion  to  the  Pieafure,  and  perfeft 
tlefignation  tp  the  Authority  of  their  Sovereign  • 
and  yet  in  the  Language  of  their  Addrcfles, 
jpretend  to  lay  great  Strefs  upon  the  Opinion 
of  the  Subjects,  and  upon  this,  or  that  Addrefs, 
being  the  Sekfe  of  the  County,  or  the  Sence 
of  the  Town  tfiCy  come  from. 

Now,  if  th^  Subjeft's  Duty  be  an  Vrillmited 
Ohedience^  as'fome  ot  th^fe^exti^avagant  People 
have  pretended  ^  the  Matter  of  this,  or  that, 
being  the  Sence  of  the  People,  feems  to  be  fo 
lentirely  ufelefs  and  infig^nificant,  that  k  can- 
riot  be  nam'd*  with  the  reft;  For  whaf'figni- 
fies  it,  what  the  Subjeft's  Sence  is,  if  their 
Fart  confifts  only   in  an   Vnlimked  Submijfion. 

The  next  Thing  which  makes  it  feem,  that 
thefe  AddreflSngs  cannot  be  grateful  to  the 
Government,  IS,  that  they  are  of  fo  many  dif- 
fering and  iticonfiftent  Parts,  even  tho"  pre- 
fented  on  the,  fame  Side,  and  from  the  fame 
Parties:  One  j^fves  up  all  Her  Majefty's  Claim 
fo  the  Crown  to  Her  Hereditary  Right ^  and  calls 
all  the  Parliamentary  Part  a  Conspiracy  againft 
l^^er  Majefty's  Title^  and  an  Infolent  Attempt 
to*  depofe  Her  ;  another  talks  of  Legal  Provifions 
to  exclude  PdpiBs :  One  talks  of  Indefeiz^ible 
tT/f/ff  immediately  from  God,  and  others  com- 
plimejit  Her  with  the  Pepples  Acknowledge 
irient  of  Her  Title  hy  Defcent. 

In  the  Matter  of  Government  and  Sub- 
iTiiffion  they  contradia  one  another,  and  con- 
tradift  themfelves :  fome  talk  of  Jlhfolute  Obe-^ 
dtence^  ^v^nto  Tyranny  and  Oppfeflion  •,  and 
of  the  Illegality  of  Refi^a7ue  on  any  Pretence  • 
of  the  Nonfenc^   of  RefiHancff^    of  the    Ridi^ulonf'- 

nefs 
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nefs  of  it,  of  its  being  a  Damnahle  Sin  ;  while 
Others  fay,  thty  have  refified  ^  ^xid  willreftft 
agam.  Thus  they  torture  their  Sovereigns 
with  their  unintelligible  Stuff,  and  makethem- 
felvesj  no  Doubt,  very   ridiculous. 

Can  any  one  make  us  believe,  that  this  is 
pleaiant  to  Her  Majefty,  that  it  is  any  Way 
lefviceable   to  the  Netv  Miniftry,  or  agreeable 

to   the  Friends  of  their  InCerefts  Were  the 

good  People  unanimous  in  their  Application,  uni- 
form in  what  they  addrefs  about,  and  would 
they  keep  the  Bounds  of  Duty,  and  Reafon  in 
the  Manner,  Ibmething  might  be  ^  it  would  be^ 
indeed  valuable,  and  an  Honour,  as  well  as  a  Sa- 
tisfaftion  both  to  the  Government  and  to  the  So- 
vereign ^  but  it  really  feems  to  expofe,  rather  than 
to  ferve  Her  Majefty  and  Her  Adminiftration^ 
to  have  the  People  come  thws  in  Fragments, 
and  divided  Parcels,  with  Papers  ftufi'd  with 
fuch  ridiculous  Things  that  are  not  tolerable  to 
hear. 

I  cannot,  therefore,  think  of  fuppofing  Her 
Majefty  is  at  all  pleafed  at  thefe  Things  •,  neither 
can  I  fee  they  are  at  all  calculated  to  render  Her 
Service.  Nonfence  and  Folly  ferves  no  Body  ; 
Prince  or  People. 

As  to  Her  Majefty's  Intereft,  whether  real  or 
fuppcfed  •,  whether  in  the  New  Miniftry,  or  the 
Old^  whether  in  Parliament,  or  out  of  it  ^  thefe 
Addrefles  feem  to  do  it  no  Service  at  all.  — <-  If 
the  Method  of  obtaining  them  were  juftifiable, 
the  Language  of  them  agreable  to  Sence,  the 
Confequence  of  them  Peace,  and  the  Managing 
of  them  free  of  Diforders,  Riots,  and  a  Civil 
War  among  Neighbourhoods  and  Societies, fome- 
thing  might  be  faid,  at  leaft,  to  palliate  and  ex- 
icufe  them. 
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Wife  Minifters  of  State  never  covet  Rioti 
and  Tumults ,  Breaches  and  Diforders  among 
the  People.  Peace,  United  Snbcniffion  to  the 
Adminittration,  and  a  due  Obedience  to  the 
Laws,    are  the  beft  OfF'rings    the    People   can 

make  to  them.  All  Kinds  of  Diftraftions 

among  the  People,  are,  in  their  Degree,  Un- 
calinelles  to  every  Government :  And,  there- 
fore^  whoever  they  are,  that  would  perfwadc 
iiSy  tbefe  Addrefles,  which  'tis  manileft  have 
fomented  our  Breaches,  are  grateful  to  the  Mi- 
niftry,  or  to  .the  Q.ueen,  do  to  the  utmofl:  of 
their  Power,  expofe,  ridicule  and  jcft  with  their 
Governours,  banter  the  great  Officers  of  the 
Court,  and  if  they  durft,  would  do  the  fame 
to  the  Queen. 

It  is  true,  Her  Majefty  has  received  all  thefe 
Addrefles  very  gracioufly,  the  fever^l  Lords, 
and  others,  of  Her  Majefty's  Council,  and  Con- 
fidence, have  concerned  themfelves  to  introduce 
the  Addreflbrs  to  Her  Majefty,  and  the  Clowns, 
upon  all  thefe  Occafions,  have  had  the  Honour 
to  kifs  Her  Majefty's  Hand.  What  can  any 
one  infer  from  hence  ?  — ?-  the  beffc  Conftruc- 
tian  I  can  put  upon  it  amounts  to  no  more 
than  this  J  that  however  foolifh  the  Subject  is, 
the  Prince  is  good  to  ally  as  the  Sun  (hincs 
xrpon  the  Garden,  and  upon  the  Dung-Hill  } 
or  as  the  Rain  and  fwcet  Dews  diftill  at  the 
fame  Tirne^  upon  the  barren  Rocks,  the  fait 
Ocean,  and  the  fruitful,  flow'ry  Meadows,  where 
in  the  one  they  are  entirely  loft,  in  the  other 
twrn'd  to  Salt  and  Barrenefs,  and  in  the  laft  to 
a  fruitful  Solacing  and  Profiting  Flavour. 

Her  Majefty^  like  a  gentle  Prince,  mild  to 
all,  (hows  an  undiftinguifh'd  and  nourilhing 
Soodnefs;   to  Her  Subiefts;    bears   with    their 

Follies  i 
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Foilics  and  Infirmities,  pities  their  InipeJtinen- 
ces,  and  nothing  canfecinfeir'd  from  hence,  but 
that  here  Her  Majefty  anfwers  not  a  Fool  in  bis 
Folly  i  and  there  again,  She  anfwers  a  Fool  in  his 
Folly  i  both  Sides  addrefs,  both  are  accepted^ 
both  kifs  Her  Majefty's  Hand  ^  \irhat  is  goo4, 
and  well  mcan't  in  all.  Her  Majefty  accepts; 
what  is  fimple,  ridiculous  and  impertinent  in 
either.  Her  Majefty  overlooks:  And  as  She 
cannot  knovr  by  the  Addrefles  of  the  People, 
what  to  depend  upon,  or  cxpeft  from  them; 
fo  neither  ^an  they  know,  or  judge  by  their 
Reception,  what  Her  Majcfty's  real  Sentiments 
of  thefe  Things  are,  nor  indeed,  is  it  necef- 
fary  rhey  lliould, 

/  mu(i  ask  Pardon  of  all  that  are  otherwifc 
minded,  for  Leave  to  think  from  hence,  that  really 
thefe  Addrefles  have  no  Tendency  to  any  Good, 
that  they  are  no  Manner  of  Advantage,  either 
to  one  Side  or  other,  and  this  is  as  near  Saying 
they  have  no  Signification,  as  any  Man  can  de- 
ftre  I  (hou'd  fpeak.  What  then  can  remain, 
but  to  exhort  the  People  of  Britain^  to  leave 
off  this  fimple,  nothing-meaning  Way  of  Pro- 
ceeding ;  and  to  exhort  thole  that  look  on^ 
to  take  no  Notice  of  them,  lay  no  Strefs  uppa 
them  one  Way  or  other.  — •—  Upon  ail  Occa- 
lions  fliew  the  Negled  that  is  due  to  them, 
and  if  no  other  Way  can  fupprefs  the  Praftice, 
let  them  fee,  that  to  addrefs,  or  not  addrefs, 
is  fo  near  the  fame  Thing,  that  to  mind  them 
is  to  no  Manner  of  Purpofe. 

This  would  either  put  an  End  to  the  Thing,  or 
cure  it  of  the  Diftempei ;  it  would  either  bring 
the  People  to  leave  off  Addreflixig  as  a  Thing 
of  no  Signification,  and  tending  to  no  Adran- 
V^ge  one  Way  of  another  \  a  vain;,  eo^ptyi  f ruit-

lefs  Folly,  that  neither  had  any  EfFeft  to  them 
that  made  the  Addrefs^  or  any  Efteft  upon  thofe 
tbey  made  them   to. 

Or  elfe.^  It  wou'd  reftore  AddrefTing  tp  its 
tjfaal  Vertue  and  Signification,  that  ttie  People 
addreffing,  might  know  how  with  due  Sol^m- 
^ity,  ^nd  in  proper  Terms^to  come  before  their 
Princes^  not  make  Sport  with  their  Superi^- 
ours  ,  and  Banter  inftead  of  Addrefs  them > 
That  the  Gravity  and  Majefty  of  the  Thing,^ 
may  be  prefervM,  and  confequently  it  may  meet 
with  a  due  Refpea  and  Regard  ^  th^t  thdy  may 
depend  upon  what  is  fpoken,  as  fmccxe^  and  well 
meant  •,-  and  without  Danger  to  themfelvesy 
might,  believe  their  Subjefts  \V^hen  they  fpeak 
to  them. 

This  wou'd  bring  Addreffing  to  be,  perhapsf^  i 
in  its  kind  ufefwl  again,  and  make  it  very  ac-  • 
ceptrable  to  the  Government  ^  then  Princes  might 
make  ibnie  Judgment  fron>  it,  of  the  Meaning 
of  the  People,  of  the  Sence  of  the  feveral  Parts' 
from  whence  they  came,  and  might  know  how 
to  take  Meafures  from  them  accordingly,  which 
now^,  it  would  be  the  greateft  Folly  in  the' 
World  to  attempt. 

I  had   thought,    to  have   let  you  fee   fome- 
thing   of  the  Opinion    our    Enemies    have    of    | 
thefe  Things,    and  how  ridiculous   they  make 
\is  look  abroad  ^  How  the  French  look  upon  lis- 
as  efFeftually  fighting  in  tTiis  Paper-Combat,  as 
if  we  were  all  in  a  DeclarM    Open  Civil  War.    , 
It  were  worth  Notice,  to  fpeak  a  little  to  what 
they  promife  therafelves  from  our  Follies  of  thi3  • 
kind  ;  how  they  are  prompted  by  thefe  Things' 
to  carry  on  the  War,  and  to  run  themfelves  to' 
all  Manner  of  Extremities  in  the  Holding  out/ 
bouying  themfelves  up  with  the  Expeaatioo  i 

that 
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that  thefe  Follies  mufi:  end  la  more  Fatal  Di^ 
ftradions,  and  ulnft  produce  fomething  in  their 
Favour. 

Nor  is  this  an  unprofitable  Refle&ion,  if  we 
were  but  in  a  Pofture  of  Improving  it  as  we 
might  do  :  -— ■  What  our  Enemies  rejoice  at,; 
we  may  very  well  think  worth  oiir  While  to 
^nqbire  intoj  if  our  Divifions  are  their  Hope^ 
our  Folly  their  Advantage,  our  Weakning  their 

*  Strength,  we  may  refleft,  with  a  great  Deat 
(ifjuitice,  upon  what  we  are  doing,  leaft  we 
give  our  Enemies  a  Light  to  fee  iiito  our  In^' 
fide,  where  we  carinot  look  our  felves. 

What  can  the  French  do,  but  laugh  at  our 
Madnefs,    and  flatter  thenifelves  with  making 

*  their  Advantage  of  it  ?  when  they  hear  that  the^ 
Subjefts  of  England  are  playing  Bo-^Peep  with- 
their  Sovereign  :  - —  When  they  fliall  read  the 
incongruous  Nonfence  of  our  Fawning  Addret^ 
fbrs  ,  how  they  plcafe  themfelves  with  the 
Jingle  o^Vn-ftgnifying  Words^  and  go  away  plea  fecit 

'  With  a  fuperficiai  THANK-TE^    ts  if  the   Sim- 

-  plicity  of  their  Harrangue  was  received  with 
Approbation,  and  they  counted,  what  none  in 
the  Earthy  but  themfelves,  could  ever  fuggeft 
of  them,    WISE,  MEN. 

Do  we  fee  any  of  thefe  Extravagancies  a- 
mong  Foreign  -Nations?  The  French  are  as 
fupple,  as  humble  in  their  Otedience,  and  have 
given  as  good  Evidences  of  their  flavifh  Sub- 
miffion,  as  any  People  in  the  World  could  ^jy^ 
or,  indeed,  as  any  Prince  in. the  World  can  de- 

4  fire  Subieds  to  do.  — -—  Their  Monarchs  are.  Ab- 
folute,  and  might  exped  from  them  Expredions' 

.  of  P^ffive  Loyally^  as  ridiculous  as  that  P.^tffive 
Loyalty  it  fell  can  be  ^    and,  indeed,   in  Fr^mce^

Yet  even  in  France^  or  Spair?^  nay,  not  in 
Tola?'id^  or  Rvffta^  have  you  any  Thing  of  thiefe 
i'ollics  to  be  leen  i  neither  Prince  or  People 
think  them  of  any  Signification  j  the  One  does 
not  accept  them  ,  the  Other  dare  not  offer 
|hem. 

iVd  wherey  but  in  this  Land  of  Liberty,  \% 
this  Folly  to  be  found  ^  where ^  I  think,  the  very 
Conftitution  renders  it  ridiculous,  and  the  Na- 
ture of  the  Thing  makes  it  utterly  contemp- 
tible. -—Where  the  Laws  expofe  it  as  Criminal, 
and  the  Peoples  Right?  make  it  abfurd.  To 
talk  here  of  Vnlimited  Obedience^  is  to  talk  what 
no  Body  regards  that  hears  it,  and  no  Body 
believes  that  fpeaks  it. 

''  'J^his  is  the  Reafon  why  th^fe  Sheets  \fere 
lirritten,  the  Author  is  far  from  Leflening  the 
Duty,  and  Afie&ion  of  the  People  to  their 
Sovereign  \  but,  for  God's-fake ,  Gentlemein^ 
if  you  will  apply  your  felves  to  your  Queen, 
do  it  in  Terms  Her  Majefty  may  believe  you 
ferious  in,  and  not  in  fuch,  as  muft  tell  the 
Queen,  that  cither  you  fay  nothing,  and  are 
a  Sort  of  Mad-Men   not  to  be   regarded;    or 

that  you  defign  to  affront   Her.  — Pro- 

xnife  nothing^'  but  what  you  can  perform, 
and  what  there  may  be  Room  to  expeft  you 
will  perform  ;  Then  there  will  be  no  Rooni 
for  Expofihg  you  ,  and  your  Addrcfles  may 
have  fome  Signification. 
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To  procure  this  happy  Effeft,  either  to  bring 
eur  People  to  be  out  of  Love  with  this  Way 
pf  Fermenting  their  Tempers,  and  fo  to  lay 
do'^n  the  Thing  altogether ;  or  to  bring 
them  to  mend  their  Stile,  and  word  their 
Addrefles  ^o^  as  Her  Majefty  may  not  be  led 
to  pity  them,  and  the  reft  of  the  People  to 
laugh  at  them,  this  is  the  true  Defign  of 
the  prefent  Undertaking,  in  which,  the  Au- 
thor hopes,  he  cannot  have  given  Offence,  fincc 
he  has  not  meddled  with  the  Parties,  only 
made  a  little  merry  with  their  Nonfeace. 
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
